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SENATE CHECKS 
ON 20 STOCK TIPS 
THAT MAY HAVE 
NETTED BIG GAINS 


Winchell Says No One 
Has Challenged <Ac- 
curacy of His Report 
—No Plan to Call Him 
as Witness. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
~—Senate investigators disclosed 
today they are looking into about 
20 instances in which big stock 
market killings may have been 
made through the spreading of 
“tips and rumors.” 

This word came from Chair- 
man J. William Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, of the Senate Banking 
Committee, following testimony 
yesterday that tips given by Wal- 
ter Winchell on his television 
show have caused sharp market 
fluctuations, 

The witness, President Edward 
T. McCormick of the American 
Stock Exchange, said those who 
followed a tip from Winchell and 
bought shares of Amurex Oil in 
1953 lost more than $2,000,000

ighty of the machines arrived 
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in less than an hour and a half. 

McCormick told the committee 
also, which is studying the bull 
market on stock exchanges, that 
speculators swamped his ex- 
change with orders for stock in 
Pantepec Oil Co., a Venezuelan 
firm, following another Winchell 
tip two months ago. Again, he 
said, the tip-followers wound up 
losing money and would have 
lost much more if the exchange 
had not acted quickly to hold the 
price down, 


Winchell’s Reply. 

Winchell, a newspaper col- 
umnist and radio and television 
commentator, said in New York 
no one has challenged the ac- 
curacy of his report on the com- 
pany, and that some of the coun- 
try’s more responsible newspa- 
pers have confirmed it. 

Winchell said he himself has 
never had any direct or indirect 
interest in stocks and added in 
a statement: 

“A sound rule is investigate 
before you invest. Don’t buy 
anything you aren’t prepared to 
hold for 20 years. That’s why I 
buy United States Government 
bonds exclusively.” 

Fulbright told reporters the 
committee hopes to learn 
whether anybody «made quick 
money by buying Pantepec 
stock before Winchell’s Jan. 9 
telecast and selling it the next 
morning when the buying ava- 
lanche pushed the price up 
temporarily. 

No Plan to Call Winchell. 

Asked whether he planned to 
call Winchell as a witness, Ful- 
bright said “not at present.” 

Fulbright said, however, it 
was possible the commentator 
would be called if it should de- 
velop there was any connection 
between him and those who 
profited from the record sale 
of 357,000 shares of Pantepec 
stock. 

McCormick testified there 
was unusual activity in the oil 
stock the week before Winchell’s 
telecast. He said sales jumped 
to 170,000 shares in that week 
from a previous weekly average 
of about 20,000. 

McCormick has given the 
committee the names of traders 
and their brokers who had a 
part in the 170,000-share week. 
He agreed also to supply the 
names of those who took part 
in the rush of trading the fol- 
lowing Monday. 

Staff members said the com- 
mittee also will get a transcript 
of Winchell’s broadcast remarks 
about both Pantepec and Amu- 
rex oil shares. 

As for the other reported in- 
stances of “tips and rumors” 
which may have caused market 
fluctuations, Fulbright gave no 
details but said the staff is 
looking into them and the com- 
mittee will decide later whether 
to ask for names of traders and 
brokers.

GY CONSIDERING 
BG DAVE ON RATS 
ANDINSANITATIO 


Mrs. Brungard Says It 
May Expand Pilot 
Program if Funds Are 
Available. 


An intensive city-wide pro- 
gram of rat control, including a 
clean-up of outside insanitary 


conditions and public education 


in sanitation, is under considera- 
tion by the city health division, 
Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, direc- 
tor of public welfare, said today. 
If funds are available, pilot 
rat control projects now under 
way will be expanded to include 
all areas of the city where ro- 
dent infestation is prevalent, she 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

The proposed program was 
outlined by Mrs. Brungard after 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, told a meeting 
yesterday the rat problem re- 
mains serious despite an eight- 
year effort to improve the situa- 
tion. Although more than $800,- 
000 has been spent on rat con- 
trol in that period, “‘we are right 
back where we started,” he said. 

$450,000 Yearly on Rats. 

Estimated cost of a city-wide 
program would be $450,000 a year 
for rat control alone, Jean J. 
Schueneman, chief of the sani- 
tation and rat control section, 
said. The program also would 
include related sanitation fea- 
tures considered essential to rat 
control, he pointed out. 
Schueneman estimated at least 
60 men would be needed to carry 
out a city-wide drive against 
rats. At present, the health 
division has 21 employes as- 
signed specifically to rat control, 
with six others working on re- 
lated sanitary inspection, he said. 
Appropriations for rat control in 
the current fiscal year were 
about $150,000, he added. 

Mrs. Brungard said a city- 
wide rat control drive “definite- 
ly is anticipated.” However, she 
said she could not estimate when 
the program could be put into 
effect. The health division, she 
added, plans a “complete and 
thorough” review of its staff to 
determine how many additional 
employes would be needed. 


Outline of Proposed Plan. 

A city-wide program, Mrs. 
Brungard told the Post-Dispatch, 
would contain two principal 
features: 

1. An “intensive” program of 
public education in sanitary pro- 
cedures, probably to be directed 
by a “public health educator” 
attached to the health division. 
No such post now exists in the 
division, she said. 

2. Correction of outside un- 
sanitary conditions, using pro- 
cedures developed in two pilot 
projects. Home owners would be 
given 30 days to correct sanitary 
violations uncovered by teams of 
roving inspectors, Mrs. Brun- 
gard explained. 

Attention has been focused on 
the problem of rat infestation by 
a series of rat bites in recent 
weeks: Dr. Smith said yester- 
day 140 persons were bitten by 
rats in the city last year.

When lighting is not controlled, 
Buffa said, they either bloom on 
short stems, which destroy their 
value, or too early for the right 
market. 

The commission, agreeing it 
was not nice to confuse flowers, 
ordered the field switched to an- 
other site. 


GUARD GETS HEAVY 
RADIATION BY 
ERROR IN TESTS 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., March 5 
(AP)—A security guard drove 
by error into a dangerous area 
and was exposed to the heaviest 
radiation ever received by any 
employe at its atomic proving 
ground, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has disclosed. 

The AEC said yesterday that 
Eugene D. Haynes, 36 years old, 
of Cotali, Calif., ventured into 
an area of higher radioactivity 
after the March 1 shot while pa- 
trolling a zone not considered 
dangerous. 

He received an exposure of 39 
roentgens. The AEC said that 
Haynes was not hospitalized and 
said that the dosage was not ex- 
pected to cause any serious or 
permanent injury. . 

The amount is not considered 
serious, the AEC said. A spokes- 
man said a fluoroscopic examin- 
ation exposes patients to as much 
as 50 roentgens. 

In another announcement, the 
AEC said that because of 
weather conditions, the next 
blast in the 1955 atomic test 
series will not be fired until 
Monday morning, at the earliest. 


SUES FOR $100,000, 
SAYS HER BODY IS IN 
JANE RUSSELL AD 


NEW YORK, March 5 (AP)— 
A judge said yesterday the ques- 
tion of whose body is shown 
with Jane Russell’s face in ad- 
vertisements of the film, “Un- 
derwater,” is too deep for him, 
and it will have to go to trial. 

He came to this conclusion in 
a $100,000 damage suit brought 
by Lyn Jones, a 21-year-old 
model, claiming the movie-mak- 
ers, RKO, “superimposed Jane’s 
head on Lyn’s body without her 
consent.” 

RKO attorney James B. Hayes 
said four different models were 
used by an artist in fashioning 
the body—an arm of one, a leg 
of another, and so on. The body, 
Hayes said, is that of “an ideal- 
ized woman.” 

Supreme Court Justice Felix 
C. Benvenga, after examining 
the pictures of Miss Jones, Miss 
Russell and the advertisement, 
said, “Well, both of these ladies 
are very good looking,” but he 
couldn’t say what belonged to 
whom.

ATOM ELECTR 
POWER MAY B 
READY BY FAL 


It Will Be First Com- 
mercial Electricity 
From a Nuclear Plant, 


AEC Aid Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
— The first atomic-produced 
electric power for commercial 
use probably will be available 
by late summer or fall, Atomic 
Energy Commission officials said 
today. 


sale. 

An AEC spokesman told a re- 
porter he believed this “un- 
doubtedly will be the first com- 
mercial electric power from a 
nuclear plant.” 

Only a slipup in present plans 
could prevent the Sea Wolf 
power from being first on the 
market, he said. 

Test Plants. 
Experimental plants in Idaho 
and at Oak Ridge, Tenn., have 
demonstrated electricity can be 
produced from nuclear plants, 
but did not produce commercial 
quantities. A full-scale plant 
for production of commercial 
power is being built at Ship- 
pingport, Pa., but officials said 
electricity probably would not 
flow from it urtil the end of 
1957. 

The atomic engine at West 

Milton is a project of the Knolls 
Atomic laboratory at Schenec- 
tady, N.Y., and is operated by 
General Electric Corp. 
J. D. Anderson, AEC Schenec- 
tady manager, recently wrote to 
Francis H. King, manager -of 
the Holyoke Gas and Electric 
Dept., Holyoke, Mass., that pow- 
er from the plant would be 
available soon. The plant is 18 
miles north of Schenectady. 

Anderson said a buyer is be- 
ing sought for power and the 
purchaser “must be ready to re- 
ceive this power late this sum- 
mer (July 30, 1955).” He gaid 
preference will be given to pub- 
lic and co-operative power agen- 
cies in buying the power. . 

Atomic Reactor. 

An AEC official in Washing- 
ton said the electricity would be 
generated from heat produced 
by the atomic reactor. 

The pee? of the plant will 
be 10, kilowatts. Anderson 
said “as much as 6,000,000 kil 
watt hours of energy per year 
may be available but it ill not 
be possible to guarantee any 
given amount of power” because 
the plant is experimental. 

Utility men estimated recent- 
ly it takes a capacity of around 
125,000 kilowatts to supply a 
city of 250,000 people. On this 
basis a capacity of 10,000 kilo- 
watts, if operated continuously, 
would supply a town of about 
12,000. 

However, if only 6,000,000 
kilowatt hours were produced in 
a year, the plant at West Milton 
would be operating far under 
capacity, power engineers said. 

Last night at Montpelier, Vt., 
Gov. Joseph B. Johnson said he 
was notified by the AEC that 
small amounts of atomic-gener- 
ated electricity would be of- 
fered. Johnson said no price 
had been set.

GAZA GOVERNOR 
CHARGES ISRAELI 
FIRED ARTILLERY 
AT EGYPTIAN UNIT 


Incident Follows U.N. 
Plea for Restraint and 
Steps to Sift Raid 
Monday in Which 50 


Lost Lives. 


GAZA, Egyptian-Israeli Fron- 
tier, March 5 (UP)—The Egyp- 
tian military governor of Gaza 
accused Israel of firing artillery 
at an Egyptian outpost last 
night, adding new tension in 
this border area. 


The incident occurred within 
hours after the United Nations 
Security Council in New York 
urged both Israel and Egypt to 
desist from any provocation that 
could inflame the Middle East 
and ordered Maj, Gen. E. L. M. 
Burns, U.N. truce supervisor, to 
fly to New York to report. 

Gaza was scene of a bloody 
clash Monday in which 38 Egyp- 
tians and eight Israelis were 
killed outright and four Egyp- 
tians died of wounds. 


No New Casualties Reported. 

No casualties were reported 
in the latest incident. But the 
300,000 residents of the Gaza 
strip bordering Israel were un- 
easy and the Government 
warned that troops will open 
fire if threatened demonstra- 
tions materialize. 

Authorities evacuated the fami- 
lies of U.N. truce observer's here 
to the Jordan section of Jerusa- 
lem, taking them across the 
truce demarcation line in cars 
flying the U.N. flag. Families of 
U.N. relief workers were not 
evacuated. 

A spokesman said the families 
were evacuated because truce 
observers often have to carry 
out their duties at night and 
“we could not leave our wives 
and children in the state of in- 
| security at present prevailing 
‘in Gaza.”

Many 
implicitly blamed Israel. Six 
offered sympathy to Egypt on 
om of life.

filed against her in 1949. The 


official Tass news agency says 
she was framed by Lavrenty P. 
Beria, the Russian police boss 
who was executed in 1953 as a 
traitor. 

A Tass announcement last 
night said investigation had 
proved that the charges against 
Miss Strong—who defended the 
Red cause in more than 25 years 
of writing — were “without 
grounds.” 

Miss Strong was arrested and 
deported from the Soviet Union. 
The action caused a sensation 
at the time and was never fully 
explained. Even she riever de- 
tailed what her difficulties were 
about. 

Text of Announcement. 

The Tass statement said: 

“In February 1949, the Amer- 
ican journalist A. L. Strong, 
who was at that time in the 
U.S.S.R., was arrested by organs 
of the state security of the 
U.S.S.R. on suspicion of espio- 
nage and sabotage against the 
Soviet Union and deported from 
the U.S.S.R.

The Russians 
did not want that road open, 
and I did not know it. 

“I was very energetically 
searching for information which 
I considered part of my journa- 
listic task, and if the Soviet 
Government chose to consider 
that espionage, there is n6thing 
I could do about it.” 

Miss Strong, now 69 years old, 
went to Russia in 1921 for the 
American Friends Relief Mis- 
sion. She became a-correspond- 
ent for Hearst Magazine and the 
North American Newspaper Al- 
liance, traveling widely in Rus- 
sia, China and central Europe. 

At the time of her deporta- 
tion, she was listed as a cor- 
respondent of the “Allied Labor 
News.” 

In 1930, she founded the Mos- 
cow Daily News, first English 
language newspaper in the Rus- 
sian capital. It closed down a 
few days before her arrest. 

Prolific Writer. 

She wrote many books, maga- 
zine articles and newspaper sto- 
ries on the Soviet Union. She 
also lectured at several Ameri- 
can colleges. She said she loved 
Russia and she defended nearly 
every phase of the Communist 
regime. 

The daughter of a Congrega- 
tional minister, Miss Strong was 
born in Friend, Nebr., on Nov. 
14, 1885. She was graduated 
from Oberlin College at the age 
of 19 and became a writer on a 
Seattle labor paper. 

In 1932, she married a Rus- 
sian official named Joel Shu- 
bin. After her deportation, she 
told newspaper men that her 
husband had died in 1942.

Flies to Finland 


Virtually the Entire Foreign Diplomatic 
Corps in Moscow Sees Him Off on 
Trip to New York. 


HELSINKI, March 5 (UP)— 
The Rev. George Bissonnette, 
American ‘priest expelled by 
Russia, arrived in Finland to- 


diplomatic corps in Moscow. 

e said he would travel on to 
New York “as soon as possible.” 
He was grave when he left Mos- 
cow aboard a regularly sched- 
uled airliner of the Soviet Aero- 
flot line, He wore a weary smile 
when he stepped off the plane 
here, ‘ 

He was surrounded by news- 
men with questions about the 
expulsion order hereceived with- 
out explanation four days ago. 
He avoided most queries. 

He said he had received orders 
from the New York headquarters 
of his order, the Augustinian 
Assumptionists, to proceed there 
and his departure would depend 
on how soon the United States 
Embassy got him booked on a 
plane. 

There were no religious or 
diplomatic representatives on 
hand to greet him in Helsinki. 
The only person from the United 
States Embassy was a chauffeur, 
who led Father Bissonnette to a 
station wagon, 

The priest said he had “no 
time for answéring questions 
immediately.” He promised to 
hold a press conference later. 

On the 20-minute trip from 
the airport to his hotel room 
in downtown Helsinki, however, 
he talked to newsmen. 

“It was a sad experience,” he 
said of his expulsion. “Moscow 
was my place, my .job.” 

He added:

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Judges Back in Politics? 

With the argument that the no 
court plan has not taken politicians off the 
bench, Democratic Representative Harrison Nor- 
ton of Clay county is asking the Legislature 
to substitute direct judicial primaries and elec- 
tions. He would, however, have judicial caridi- 
dates listed without party designation. 


This proposed constitutional ‘amendment is 
based on a premise which is only partly true. 
A “grandfather’s clause” did keep some political 
judges on the bench when the new system was 
established. But the very fact that appointed 
judges have had to submit to the test of ap- 
proval or disapproval at the polls without oppo- 
sition has freed them from partisan pre-election 
campaigning. 

Even though the Norton plan would avoid 
party tags, it would send judges back to the 
parties. To reach the bench or to stay on it, 
they would have to conduct two campaigns for 
public preference. The cost of campaigning 
being as high as it is, candidates would be all 
but forced to make arrangements with the 
party organizations. Because the parties seek 
to fill all offices, they can conduct a campaign 
at the minimum cost per candidate... A judge 
seeking to place only his own name before the 
same electors might face expenses almost as 
great as those incurred in supporting a full 
slate. Experience with the St. Louis Board 


of Education shows. all too clearly how non- 


‘partisan candidates make partisan arrangements. 
. The only serious political shadow on the 
Plan now followed is the failure to fill the 
three new seats on the Sixteenth Circuit bench. 
And this shadow falls most deeply on the Execu- 
tive Mansion. Gov. Donnelly has three times 
rejected the nominees submitted by the judicial 
committee of the circuit. He asserts that these 
choices were made on a political basis. But 
if the commission were to yield to him, any 
Governor could reject nominations until he got 
those he wanted. The State Supreme Court 
supported the judicial commission. Indeed, it 
stopped just short of ordering the Governor 
to fill the vacancies. Perhaps the Missouri 
bar should appeal for just such an order. 

If this situation is the prime consideration 
behind Representative Norton’s proposal, then 
he would have been more logical had he advo- 
cated the abolition of the governorship. Gov. 
Donnelley’s strike obviously is political, but it 
does not make the non-partisan system either 
political or a failure.

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' Attention: Secretary McKay 

The Oregon Legislature has just adopted two 
joint resolutions that ought to be of interest 
to Secretary of the Interior McKay.

Loyalty Before the Court | 

Just how much disagreement, if any, there is 
between Solicitor General Simon E. Sobeloff 
and Attorney General Brownell about signing 
the Government’s brief against Dr. John P. 
Peters of Yale is not nearly as significant as the 
fact that the brief is being submitted to the 
United States Supreme Court. 


This is another case ‘in which it is contended | 


that stringent security regulations were applied 
beyond reason and necessity—to produce no sig- 


‘nificant advantage for the Government but a 


very real disadvantage to Dr. Peters. Since so 
many of these proceedings never get beyond the 
department in which they are started, it is good 
to have one to go to the high court. If the Jus- 
tices face the issues squarely, their decision will 
supply guidance where it is badly needed. 

Dr. Peters is a well-known member of the 
Yale medical faculty. Although twice cleared, he 
was dropped as a consultant to the United States 
Public Health Service in May, 1953. He was told 
a review board had decided there was reason- 
able doubt as to his loyalty. The position of con- 
sultant is “nonsensitive.” This raises the ques- 
tion of whether there are limits to the jurisdic- 
tion of security boards. Do they have authority 
over all federal employes, no matter how far re- 
moved from matters affecting security? 

Even more important is point pressed by 
Dr. Peters—that he was not*permitted to know 
his accusers and cross-examine them as to the 
basts of the charge against him. On Nov. 23, 
1953, President Eisenhower said: “If we are 
going to continue to be proud that we are Ameri- 
cans, there must be no weakening of the code by 
which we have lived; by the tight to meet your 
accuser face te face.” 

A loyalty ruling of this kind is bound to have 
a bad effect on the reputation of a nationally 
known expert in his field. A prominent citizen 
ready to serve his Government ought to: know 
whether in doing so he may run the risk of 
character impeachment by individuals whose 
names and motives he will never know. Both for 
the sake of the individual’s reputation and the 
Government’s ability to erilist the services of 
men of high standing, it is te be hoped that the 
Court will make this issue crystal clear—and, we 
hope, in the spirit of President Eisenhower's 
concept of the code by which Americans live.

‘Shall Not’ 

Limitation on -increase of compensation 
and extension of terms of office. The com- 
pensation of state, county and municipal of- 
ficers shall not be increased during the 
term of office; nor shall the term of any 
officer be extended, . : 

This is the complete text of Section 13, Article 
VIII, of the Missouri Constitution. It sets out as 
plainly as can be the sound principle that the 
salary of an elected public official shall not be 
boosted during his term of office. 


A previous: Legislature ignored this injunction 
in the case of St. Louis City Treasurer John J. 
Dwyer, who also happens to be chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee. It permitted Mr. 
Dwyer $2000 a year extra for supervising park- 
ing meter operations. Ad to his $8000 base 
pay, that put him on the same level with Mayor 
Tucker and Gov. Donnelly, both of whom receive 
$10,000 a year. 

And now everyone wants to get in the act, 
and the Democratic-controlled House and Senate 
seem disposed to permit this clear subterfuge to 
be worked for the benefit of a féw St. Louis 
officeholders. 

Recorder of Deeds Denny would get an extra 
$4000—to $10,000; Prosecuting Attorney Geekie 
would go from $8000 to $10,000; Circuit Attor- 
ney Dowd would be boosted from $10,000 to 
$14,000. Circuit Clerk O’Toole would enjoy a 
raise from $8000 to $12,000. Criminal Court 
Clerk Lavin would get an extra $3000. 

In each case the increment would be “justi- 
fied,” for purposes of evading the Constitution, 
by assigning the officeholder concerned a few 
extra duties. Mr. Geekie, for example, would 
keep track of persons who lose’their right to 
vote on conviction of felonies, although he has 
nothing to do with prosecuting felonies. 


No such trickery is involved in proposals to in- 
crease the Governor’s salary to $25,000 a year, or 
to boost the pay of the Lieutenant Governor and 
Secretary of State from $7500 to $15,000 ‘a year. 
These increases would take effect after/the in- 
cumbent’s current term expires. 


Each of the St. Louis-officials knew what the 
job paid when he ran for office. If salary incre 
ments are due, then let them take effect at the 
end of the individual’s current term as clearly 
provided in the Constitution. And if the Legisla- 
ture declines to end this nonsense of conferring 
additional statutory duties on an officeholder 
merely to get around the Constitution, then Gov. 
Donnelly should. All he need dé fs employ his 
veto. 


The Argument Is Not Worth It 

Attorney General Herbert Brownell and As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense H. Struve Hensel 
disagree completely about title to American 
bases in the Philippines. Mr. Brownell believes 


_ this country holds title to the bases. Mr. Hensel 


says it daes not. 

This issue is far more important in the Philip- 
pines than it is here. The young Republic insists 
that under the 1947 bases agreement, the United 
States holdg the bases on a 99-year lease, not as 
property. But on the basis of the Btownell opin- 
ion, Washington has asked for revision of the 
agreement. 

In view of the disagreement on the legal as- 
pects of the issue, it may be asked whether 
these legal aspects afe the best ones for de- 
termining defense policy. 

A military base overseas is not secure without 
the consent and support of the populace sur- 
rounding it. Fortunately the Filipinos have 
proved in war and peace that they are sturdy 
allies and want our bases in their islands. 

But any American claim to ownership of the 
bases inspires memories of the old idea of extra- 
territorial rights which colonial powers once en- 
forced in much of Asia. Such a claim insults the 
pride of a new republic to which the United 
States gave full political freedom just a few 
years ago. \ 

A legal argument over clear title could cause 
more trouble than it would be worth. Our bases 
are as permanent as 99 years and Filipino ac- 
ceptance can make them, and that seems perma- 
nent enough for practical defense policy, 
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‘Fair’ Assessments in the County 

St. Louis county authorities are holding stub- 
bornly to their contention that a fair assessment 
increase cannot bée made this year. What do 
they mean, “fair”? 

If county assessments were fair as of the mo- 
ment, it would be a simple matter to increase 
all valuations in accordance with the order of 
the State.Tax Comrhission,. and to do so most 
fairly. ; 

The strong yells from the Courthouse that this 
is impossible are a clear confession that assess- 
ments are not now equitable. The unfairness 
they are talking about is one that already exists. 
And the cause of it is the county’s assessing 
practices of the past, not the state commission’s 
present order for statewide equalization. 

Assessor Deuser ought to move as rapidly as 
he can to comply with the commission’s order. 
The county’s numerous school districts, sewer 
districts, fire districts, municipalities and the 
County Government itself cannot Jower their 
tax rates—as they must—until they know what 
Mr. Deuser intends to do about assessments. 

If Mr. Deaser knows what he has on his books 
he might be able to distribute the increased 
valuations more equitably than if he hands each 
property owner a uniform percentage boost. If, 
for example, he knows whether assessments in 
one township average more than in the county 
as a whole he might compensate for this by a 
lesser increase to property within that township. 

This would be fairer than an across-the-board 
rise on a county-wide basis. It would be less fair 
than increases based on a reassessment of each 
parcel of property. In any event; let Mr. Deuser 
get under way.

Urging defeat of Democratic plan, newspaper says 1954 cuts 
backed by Republicans were different because economy then 
seemed to be faltering; hits ‘blatant effort’ to please 5,000,000 
who would be relieved of taxes; denies ‘little fellow’ is hurt.

The refusal of the Senate Finance 
Committee to accept the $20-a-person 
tax handout pushed through by the 
Democrats of the House is a victory for 
responsible fiscal policy; but it is a 
victory that is still a long way from 
being clinched. 

The Administration, and those Demo- 
crats and Republicans who also believe 
in a realistic and equable tax policy 
conforming to the actual financial posi- 
tion of the Government, will have to 
stand firm and fight hard on this dan- 
gerous political issue. 

The $20 tax handout is thoroughly 
bad for a number of reasons. It would 
result in a major loss of revenue at a 
time when the budget is still unbal- 
anced. 

But, say its Democratic proponents, 
this is an unfair and partisan argument 
because the Republican Administration 
itself takes credit for a reduction of 
$7,400,000,000 in taxes last year, when 
the budget was also unbalanced. 

The answer is twofold: (1) Those 
cuts came at a time when the economy 
seemed to be faltering, amd they were, 
except for the excise reductions, part 
of an orderly tax plan designed to stimu- 
late business activity in conjunction 
with a shrinking federal deficit; (2) the 
cuts in excise taxes, amounting to about 
one billion, were not asked for. and 
were in fact opposed, though ultimately 
accepted by the Administration. 


The tax handout is also bad because 
it is a blatant effort to purchase the 
good will of the estimated 5,000,000 per- 
sons whom it' would remoye altogether 
from the federal income tax rolls. 

While obviolisly the rich can, should 
and do pay more income tax than the 
poor, it is still true that as broadly 
based an income tax as pdssible is sound 
public policy from the standpoint both 
of obtaining revenue and of reminding 
all of us that we have a direct financial 
as well as political stake in the econom- 
ic stability of our Government. 

Furthermore, this particular handout 
is bad because it was not adequately 
considered by the ‘House that approved 
it; it formed part of no coherent tax 


proposal; it was, on the contrary, thrown 
in by Speaker Rayburn at almost the 
last minute as a transparent effort to 
anticipate a’ potential—though by no 
means assured — Republican-sponsored 
tax cut next year. 


The tax handout is bad because it 
lends itself so easily to promoting the 
demagogic claim that last year’s reduc- 
tions were all for “the big fellow’ while 
this one is for “the little fellow.” The 
very first tax cut last year was the ap- 
proximate 10 per cent slash in income 
taxes of some 50,000,000 individuals. 


It is perfectly true that the corpora- 
tion excess profits tax also expired at 
the same time, but this law had been 
extended, and at the President’s urgent 
request, six months beyond its original 
expiration date. 


Many features of the general tax re- 
vision of 1954 were directed toward 
improying the lot of the individual tax- 
payer. In addition, the present tax bill 
calls for a continuation of existing high 
corporate tax rates as well as some ex- 
cise taxes; so that it is simply a distor- 
tion of the fact to say that in its tax 
philosophy the Administration has 
looked out only for the “big fellow.” 

Most important of all to the “little 
fellow,” the price level is stable. Ab- 
sence of inflation is infinitely more 
beneficial to the “‘little fellow’s” pocket- 
book than absence of taxes.

Saint and Prophet 


MAHATMA GANDHI, by Vincent Sheean. 
A. Knopf, 204 pgs., $2.50.)

While watching man’s hesitant course 
through the political and emotional 
rubble ‘of this time of troubles literate 
men and women have made a common 
habit of arguing big concepts of govern- 
ment and foreign policy, pleading big 
schemes of world betterment, and dis- 
cussing monstrously big bombs—at such 
times, at least, as the mind can bear 
conscious thought of them. But it is 
the witness of almost all the bigg- 
that there is a force 
more powerful than 
bombs, schemes, 
and concepts, and 
that the secret of 
this force is con- 
tained within the 
life of the meek, 
laughing little 
man with the 
scrawny body, pro- 
truding ears, and 
not exceptional ir- 
tellect. “We can- 
not satisfactorily 
explain the phe- 
nomenon of Gand- 
hi,” writes Vincent 
Sheean in his new 
biography in the Great Lives in Brief 
series. Nonetheless, the unexplained 
man emerges. 

There is not yet even a moderately 
complete collection of Gandhi’s words 
in print in this country, although there 
are impressive fragments, notably the 
three books published more than 
ago by Gandhi's close 
friend C. F. Andrews. The closest 
approach to a definitive biography is 
Louis Fischer’s “Life of Mahatma 


(Alfred

*Gandhi,” which appeared in 1950. Ex- 


cellent as these volumes are, they do 
not, I believe, catch the living, inexplic- 
able Gandhi as well as portraits in 
short compass. The earliest of these 
was Romain Rolland’s sketch in 1924; 
among the more recent are the reports 
of Jawaharlal Nehru and John Haynes 
Holmes and the new and happily brief 
account of Vincent Sheean. For it 
seems all but impossible to write briefly 
about Gandhi without transmitting some 
of his force. 

Mr. Sheean presents a straight- 
forward narrative of Gandhi's youth, 
his experiments in South Africa, his 
first applications of the weapon of Sat- 
yagraha (Truth-force) in India, his use 
of it in the great independence cam- 
paigns, his suffering over the violence 
that came upon India, and his death~ 
in terms of this ordinary world—as 
a failure. In putting the substance of 
these events into 200 pages Vincent 
Sheean has, I suspect, written his 
best book. His earlier “Lead Kindly 
Light” generated emotion, but the emo- 
tion was personal and both Gandhi and 
Mr. Sheean were mixed up in it. In his 
new book Mr. Sheean is almost hidden, 
and Gandhi stands clear. 

This is not to say that Mr. Sheean 
shows us all of Gandhi. One might 
object that Gandhi’s own words are 
too infrequently quoted, that the years 
in South Africa are given over-much 
Space, that the description of Gandhi 
as a saint and—through his death~ 
a preserver of world peace obscures 
his role as a prophet, But these objec-. 
tions are quibbles. The picture of 
Gandhi may not be complete but it Is 
alive, alive for this day, Gandhi sa 
evil not only of empire but of t 
tarianism and of the violence _that 
threatens to engulf the world. In his 
life he found answers. This life we need 
to see from many points of reference 
and Mr. Sheean has looked well. ?

Hank “Panky with Hannibal 
WOOD'S stage comedy, “The Road to 


OBERT E. S 
R Rome,” which undertook ‘to explain that Hannibal 

turned back at the gates of Rome for amorous rather 
than military reasons, has been made, of all things, into a 
musical comedy for Esther Williams and 
Howard Keel. Called “JUPITER’S DAR- 
LING,” and in CinemaScope, it is on view 
at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 

This has Esther as Amytis, fiancee of 

Fabius, the Roman dictator, going out to 
Hannibal’s camp and trying to cozen him 
into giving up the attack on Rome, soaring 
much above and beyond the strict call of duty in her 
wooing. While this. is a likely antic notion, the execution 
is for the most part as heavy footed as Hannibal’s elephants, 
which do a dance with Marge and Gowet Champion in one 
sequence and end up painted all the colors of the rainbow. 
There is one scene, however, which is fairly diverting, in 
which the mighty Hannibal, played by Keel with leonine 
mane and beard, turns out to be unable to swim and afraid 
of the water, so he has to be towed across a stream by 
Esther. | 

The songs of Burton Lane and Harold Adamson would 
never have set Rome’s Tin Pan Alley on fire or sent the 
customers home humming from the Circus Maximus. How- 
ever, Esther steps into the entertainment breach, as usual, 
by being lovely and alluring, and swimming in two aquatic 
sequences. One is an underwater ballet with some male 
statues come to life and is pretty cute. The other is a 
chase sequence in which three soldiers trying to kill her 
pursue her through underwater abysses and caves until 
your lungs seem ready to burst just from watching. Well, 
at least it’s good swimming, although hardly relevant to 
the comedy. . 


Sir Alan Ladd of the Round Table 

Alan Ladd, who has up to now beaten up his villains 
without benefit of period costume, has journeyed to Eng- 
land and donned armor for “THE BLACK KNIGHT,” at 
the ORPHEUM. At first Alan is a bit clumsy with a lance, 

sword and shield at hand instead of the 
usual trusty gat, but after a little practice, 
he shows the lads at King Arthur’s court 
a thing or two. : 
As the mysterious Black Knight, he 
thwarts a foul and treacherous plot of a 
Saracen knight and King Mark of Corn- 
wall against the good Christian King 
Arthur, rescues Patricia Medina from having her head 
chopped off at a Druidish orgy at Stonehenge, then gallops 
to the rescue again to save her from a fate worse than 
death at the hands of the Saracen’s brutal thug in his castle 
tower—and, imagine, all the time she thinks he is a coward. 
When, at the final battle, the Saracen tries to beat Alan’s 
brains out with a mace, Alan reverts to that old private-eye 
instinct and disposes of the fellow with judo.

For Refugees

NEW YORK. 


AM HAPPY to learn that; 
| at last, the Administration is 
in full agreement that some- 
thing must be done to help the 
United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees in the al- 
most-impossible task that he has 
been trying to do without our 
help in the past few years. The 
General Assembly approved, last 
October, his proposal that a new 
fund be created to try to find 
permanent solutions for certain 
refugees who fall within his 
mandate. He had a fund previ- 
ously for emergency assistance 
only and the new fund will be 
merged with that. 


Nearly 1,000,000 refugees come 
within the High Commissioner’s 
mandate. They are mostly to 
be found in Europe, and by the 
end of 1954 all but about 300,000 
were completely assimilated in 
various countries. The new fund 
is primarily to help these 300,- 
000, of which 76,000 are still in 
camps in Germany, Austria, Italy 
and Gteece. Many of them have 
been in camps for at least 10 
years. 

» -* &* 

IT HAS BEEN ESTIMATED 
that only about 100,000 refugees 
of those within the mandate of 
the High Commissioner can or 
will be moved to other countries 
within the next four years. A 
huge number cannot migrate be- 
cause of lack of opportunity to 
resettle, and those who remain 
must find ways of becoming 
self-supporting in the community 
in which they are. 

It has beén®* announced that 
our administration will request 
Congress for an appropriation 
amounting to one-third of the 
total amount, which is $4,200,000 
for the first year. 

Giving this help is important 
to us in our fight against Com-. 
munism because, without help, 
many of these refugees will go 
back to their countries of origin 
which are now Communist-con- 
trolled. In that event the free 
world would be powerless to 
provide thém with a way to 
earn a living,

Even the most conservative 
cook has an interest in new de- 
velopments in the food field. 
Almost all of us appreciate short 
cuts in recipes when results are 
satisfactory. This is the case 
with a method recently :devel- 
oped for pastry which requires 
no rolling out. 

Before this was demonstrated 
to a group of food editors, it 
had been tested not only by the 
home economists on the staff but 
by inexperienced men, women 
and children. It took only a few 
minutes to mix the pastry right 
in the pie pan in which it was 
to be baked. 

The flour, mixed with the 
sugar and salt, was sifted into 
the pan. Oil, the shortening used 
in this recipe, was whipped with 
a small amount of milk. This 
liquid was poured over the flour 
mixture. A fork was used to 
blend the ingredients. 

The pastry was then pressed 
firmly with the fingers to line 
the bottom of the pan. It was 
then pressed upward to cover 
the sides and a small part of the 
rim. The unfilled shell was 
baked in a hot oven—it can also 
be filled and baked at a more 
moderate temperature. 

Part of the pastry may be re- 
served for crumbling over the 
filling. By the way, it is recom- 
mended «hat the filling be all 
ready before the pastry is made.

Installing Butt Hinges. 


T’S HARD to get through life 

without ever paying taxes and 

it’s almost as hard to get 
through without at one time or 
another having to install a butt 
hinge. 

Our purpose today is to show 
how easy it really is to install 
a hinge—we’ll let someone else 
show the easy way to pay taxes, 

A butt hinge, for those who 
don’t know it by this name, is 
the common type of hinge you 
find on most house doors con- 
sisting of two leaves held to- 
gether by a pin which may or 
may not be removable. This type 
of hinge should be set into the 
wood at the edge of the door 
and also into the door jamb. The 
first thing to do is to remove the 
pin, if it’s a loose pin type of 
hinge. 

If this can’t be done, work 
with the entire hinge. Lay a leaf 
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Prepare packaged pudding- 
pie filling with slightly more 
milk for a good custard sauce 
to serve over other puddings 
or over reheated leftover cake. 


of the hinge on the edge of the 
door. The edge of the hinge 
should come to within a quarter 
inch from the face of the door. 
Using a sharp knife or scribe, 
mark on the wood an exact out- 
line of the hinge. Also mark on 
the face of the deor the thick- 
ness of the hinge leaf. 

Next, take a good sharp chisel 
and cut vertically along the lines 
marked on the door edge. The 
cut should, be the same depth as 
the thickness of the hinge. 

Now you can use your chisel 
to remove the wood so that you 
end up with a recess in the door 
edge the same depth as the thick- 
ness of the hinge leaf. Set the 
hinge into this recess and screw 
it in place. 

A similar recess should also be 
cut into the sides of. the door 
opening to take the other leaf of 
the hinge. 

If you are using loose pin 
hinges, install the other leaf in 
this recess and then fit the door 
in place so that the two leaves 
of the-hinge come together. The 
pin can then be inserted to hold 
the two leaves together. 

If the pins of the hinges can- 
not be removed, you'll have to 
set the door in place and then 
fasten the hinge to the door 
frame.
